If he desired to 
keep hla promise to aoeept the judgment of the people without cavil, 
he should have appointed to the peace conferenee delegates .i ma- 
jority of whom were Republicans— men who had been in some form 
or othjir recently approved by the Eepublicans at the polls. • He 
could have aelected men who now are holding or who have in the 
paat held high oiSces in state or nation by virtue of Republican votes. 
That was the way to "accept your judgment without cavil." He 
brazenly broke his promise.

LEAKS IN PUMK 

FONOS AND USELESS 
OFFI^ EXPOSED 

Edwin P. Morrnw Open!* State Cam- 
paign With lleary Arill'.ory Train- 
ed on Opponenonts Exposing 
Broken Promises to the 



Plkeville, Ky., September 8.— Hon. 
Bdwin P. Morrow, itepuMloaa nominee 
tor Oovemor of Kentuoky, made the 
opening speeoh of his oampalgn in 
Pnternie Monday afternoon In the 
preeenoe of a tramendoos crowd. 

Mr. Morrow was Introdueed by Hon. 
J. w. Laagley, Representative In Con- 
gress from the Tenth District, who 
created great enthusiasm by his pre- 
diction that Mr. Morrow and his as- 
sociates on the Republican State tick- 
et would be elected by majorities 
ranging from 15,000 to 2ri,ooo 

Mr. Morrow's speech set a high 
mark for his opponents liis expose 
of the wreckless management of the 
State's finance and his denunciation of 
the Inhuman and unscientific treat- 
ment of the unfortunate wards of the 
State in the charitable Institutions 
made a deep Impression upon his au- 
dience.
